Rio  de  Janeiro,  August  26th,  1889, 

It  is  evident  that  Rio  is  making  very 
rapid  strides  in  slock  speculations,  and  that 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall 
have  to  reckon  with  crises  of  a  very  danger- 
ous character.  The  feverish  activity  of  our 
stock  market  is  not  a  sign  of  healthy  bus- 
iness growth,  nor  is  it  an  indication  that 
the  country  is  going  ahead.  It  simply 
means  that  local  speculators  are  plunging 
recklessly  into  die  methods  which  have 
enriched  and  ruined  so  many  elsewhere. 
The  experiences  of  Buenos  Aires  are  soon 
to  he  those  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  die  organiza- 
tion of  innumerable  companies  for  the 
mere  purpose  of  supplying  material  for 
stock  speculations,  the  use  of  fictitious 
credit  to  promote  public  and  private  inter- 
ests, the  multiplication  of  financial  risks 
and  responsibilities,  the  degradation  of 
business  methods,  morals  and  principles, 
and  in  due  time  the  ruin  of  hundreds  who 
have  deceived  themselves  by  the  sophism 
that  speculation  anil  business  are  one  and 
the  same  thing.  It  may  not  be  necessary 
to  inform  our  readers  abroad  that  the  sub- 
scriptions for  the  new  companies  organizing 
here  and  the  increase  of  capital  among  the 
old  companies,  are  in  great  measure  purely 
fictitious,  as  are  the  largely  increased  sales 
011  the  slock  market.  If  immediate  pay- 
ment of  these  subscriptions  were  demanded, 
there  is  not  money  enough  here  to  meet  the 
requirement,  and  eventually  it  will  be  found 
thai  there  is  not  business  enough  to  pay  ;i 
decent  percentage  on  the  investments.  1 1 
is  a  new  phase  in  the  life  of  this  market, 
ami  its  development  should  be  closely 
watched. 


It  looks  very  much  as  though  the  Conde 
dT.u  had  executed  a  skillful  Hank  move- 
ment against  the  republican  forces  in  his 
brief  speech  at  Pernambuco  on  the  19r.i1 
insl.  on  (he  occasion  of  laying  the  corner- 
stone  of  Ihe  new  l.iw  school  building. 
After  acknowledging  the  courteous  receptions 
accorded  him  at  Pernambuco  and  other 
places  throughout  the  northern  provinces, 
he  took  up  some  of  the  political  questions 
now  before  the  country  and  expressed  him- 
self as  warmly  in  sympathy  with  all  the 
progressive  movements  of  the  day.  Regard- 
ing the  continuance  of  monarchical  institu- 
tions, and  speaking  in  the  name  of  the 
imperial  family,  he  said  that  they  "desired 
only  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the 
Brazilian  people,"  and  thai  when  the  people 
signified  by  their  votes  "that  the  monarchy 
is  embarrassing  the  progress  of  Brazil, 
the  imperial  family  will  retire  from  the 
country. ''  Nothing  could  be  more  frank 
and  explicit.  The  Princess  and  her  hus- 
band— we  do  not  include  trc  Emperor,  for 
there  is  very  little  likelihood  that  he  will  be 
disturbed  in  his  occupancy  of  the  throne — 
are  not  indifferent  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
country,  but  it  is  evident  from  this  Per- 
nambuco declaration  that  they  do  not  think 
the  Brazilian  crown    worth  lighting  for.     If 


there  were  great  revenues  and  honors  in- 
volved, the  enjoyment  of  dignities  and 
influence  similar  to  those  accorded  to 
European  sovereigns,  then  there  might  be 
something  to  covet;  but  when  it  is  consider- 
ed that  Brazil  is  neither  rich  nor  powerful, 
that  she  is  a  badly  organized  monarchy 
surrounded  by  republics,  that  she  has  no 
brilliant  court,  no  organized  society,  no 
resources  within  herself  for  the  enjoyment 
of  a  refined  leisure,  and  also  that  she  has  no 
immediate  career  before  her  which  might 
tempt  the  ambition  of  a  progressive  sover- 
eign, then  it  will  be  easily  understood  how 
the  Princess  Imperial  and  her  husband  are 
willing  to  retire  from  the  country  whenever 
the  people  desire  them  to  do  so.  They 
understand  as  well  as  any  one  how  weak 
are  the  attachments  of  political  parties,  and 
how  uncertain  the  support  of  any  class  or 
parly  in  face  of  a  real  danger.  They  have 
seen  also  how  easily  the  old-line  conserv- 
atives of  the  slave-holding  class  have  turned 
republican  through  mere  mercenary  motives, 
and  they  are  fully  aware  how  futile 
would  be  the  attempt  to  make  a  stand  for 
monarchical  institutions  in  a  society  where 
such  extreme  changes  can  occur.  In  our 
opinion,  the  Conde  d'Eu  has  shown  rare 
tact  and  statesmanship  in  taking  the  position 
indicated  in  his  Pernambuco  speech.  The 
little  air  bubble  of  a  conspiracy  against  the 
crown,  which  some  young  cafe  parliamen- 
tarians are  whispering  about,  has  been 
pretty  effectually  pricked.  There  will  be 
no  opposition  to  the  will  of  the  people,  to 
whom  the  agitators  are  invited  to  go  wit!) 
their  schemes.  There  need  be  no  con- 
spiracy, no  bloodshed,  no  revolution, 
nothing  theatrical;  when  the  people  want  a 
change,  all  they  have  to  do  is  to  say  so, 
and— -presto  !    it  is  done.

We  solicit  the  attention  of  those  interested  to  .so 
scan rl.il 011s  an  occurrence,  significant  of  the  ex- 
treme disdain  possessing  the  management  in  the 
service  of  ihe  public;  ami  we  are  surprised  that 
facts  of  stieh  a  character  can  pass  unperceived  by 
the  fiscal  engineer,  to  whom  there  belongs,  doubt- 
less, more  duties  than  that  of  a  simple  cujoyer  of 
Pelropolis.

— Campinas  has  gone  crazy  too.  They  have 
re-christened  their  Largo  Municipal  as  "Prnca  da 
Imprensa  Fluminense." 

—  Tlie  good  people  of  Mogy-mirim,  S.  Paulo, 
have  inaugurated  electric  light  and  other  improve- 
ments, but  l hey  still  bury  their  dead  in  the 
churches. 

—•Fresh  beef  is  selling  at  500  reis  per  kilo,  in 
Para,  or  at  123^  cents  a  pound.  The  province 
pays  a  subsidy  besides  to  tlie  company  furnishing 
the  beef  at  this  rale. 

— The  sculptor  Hcrnardelli,  whose  Jose  Bonifacio 
monument  was  recently  sold  at  ihe  Santos  custom 
house  for  3,000$  has  made  an  agreement  with  the 
purchasers  for  the  erection  of  the  same  over  the 
remains  of  the  "father  of  Brazilian  independence," 

—  A  Rio  Grande  paper  relates  that  a  diamond 
was  recently  found  by  a  poor  camaradu  in  that 
province  which  is  as  large  as  a  pigeon's  egg.  The 
lucky  fellow  lias  been  offered  10,000$  for  the  stone, 
but  declines  to  part   with  it  for  less  than  250,000$. 

— On  the  19th  the  minister  of  agriculture  recom- 
mends to  the  president  of  S.  Paulo  the  employment 
of  all  efforts  to  place  the  immigrants  who  have 
been  loafing  so  long  at  the  station  in  tlie  capital, 
upon  colonies   where   lots   have   been  surveyed, 

—The  people  o!  Juiz  de  F6ra,  Minas  Geiaes, 
had,  according  to  ihe  telegrams,  a  splendid  time  on 
the  22nd  when  the  electric  light  was  inaugurated, 
A  distinguished  landscape  painter  was  wounded  by 
a  dynamite  bomb;  the  thieves  broke  into  the 
church,  etc,     Nothing  was  lacking. 

—  A  telegram  lo  the  Gaeela  de  Noticias  says  that 
on  ihe  191b  the  image  of  Our  Lady  of  Apparecida 
had  been  taken  to  GuaraLhiguela,  where  small-pox 
has  re-appeared.  Both  towns  are  in  S.  Paulo;  the 
telegram  does  not  say  whether  the  image  was  vac- 
cinated, but  the  presumption  is  thai  it  was. 

—On  the  night  oi  the  iStll  hist,  some  playful 
lunatics  in  Campos,  who  appear  lo  have  a  grudge 
against  the  drainage  company,  tried  to  in  utilize  a 
street  syphon,  but  succeeded  only  in  spoiling  a 
valve.  The  idiots  did  not  understand  apparently 
that  the  people  would  suffer  more  than  the  com- 
pany, had  their  purpose  succeeded. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  Athletic  Club  announces  a 
meeting  at  the  Dulley  chucaia  on  .September  7th 
for  athletic  games  and  races.  There  are  to  be  iS 
contests  in  all,  which  for  llie  most  pari  are  similar 
10  the  Rio  programme  printed  elsewhere.  For 
hilarious  purposes  there  will  be  an  "obstacle  race," 
"egg  and  spoon  race,''  and  "wheelbarrow  race." 
The  Sao  Paulo  meetings  are  always  highly  enjoyable 
even  is. 

—A  revolt  among  the  immigrants  on  the  "Ca- 
bras"  estate  in  the  municipality  of  Campinas, 
Sao  Paulo,  took  place  on  ihe  171I1  inst.  A  police 
force  oi  30  men  was  sent  lo  suppress  the  disorder, 
A  conflict  ensued,  which  resulted  in  the  killing  of 
one  and  the  wounding  of  three  Italians,  and  in  the 
wounding  of  eight  others  of  ihe  attacking  party. 
The  difficulty  originated  in  fines  imposed  on  the 
colonists. 

— The  province  of  Amazonas  is  paying  the  fol- 
lowing steamship  subsidies  :  36,000$  to  ihe  Ama- 
zonas Co.  for  the  line  from  Para  to  Manaos, 
120,0.

They  were  industrious  and  peaceable 
and  were  engaged  in  growing  small  food  products, 
li  is  said  that  the  soldiers  shot  them  down  while 
trying  to  escape,  and  that  two  children  were  burn- 
ed to  death.  The  more  we  hear  of  this  barbarous 
act,  tlie  more  cruel  and  disgrace. 'ul  it  appears.

—Tie  July  traffic  receipts  of  the  Macahe  and 
C'inpcis  railway  were  I53,376$340.  Expenses  are 
not  reported. 

—On  the  20th  inst,  Conde  d'Eu  drove  the  first 
stake  of  the  Alagdas  Central  railway  extension  to 
Assembles, 

— Tie  government  has  granted  permission  to 
the  Sao  Panic  company  to  build  a  station  near  the 
Ypiranga  monument  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  40,- 
9^5$ioo,  which  may  be  charged  to  account  of 
working  expenses. 

—On  the  22nd  the  minister  of  agriculture  refus- 
ed the  application  of  the  Quarahim  and  Itaqui, 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  railway  for  an  interest  guar- 
antee on  77K,9o'S$799  destined  to  reconstruction  of 
and  accessory  works  on  the  line. 

—  It  is  said  that  another  year  has  been  granted 
for  tin;  completion  of  the  suburban  railway  to 
Tijuca  This  job  has  become  simply  disgraceful, 
and  is  another  illustration  of  the  official  favoritism 
shown  at  the  public  departments. 

— 0  1  the  23rd  O  Puiz  mentions  rumors  that  the 
negotiations  lor  the  sale  of  the  S.  Isabel  do  Rio 
Preto  railway  to  a  London  syndicate  had  fallen 
Lhrough.  Strange  to  say  the  company's  shares 
advanced  smartly  on  the  same  day. 

—The  Sapucahy  railway  company  has  opened 
lists  for  the  subscription  of  50,000  new  shares  of 
200$  each  to  complete  the  nominal  capital  of  20,- 
ooo,noo$.  Subscribers  must  pay  io  per  cent,  on 
signing  and  have  the  option  of  paying  tlie  second 
10  per  cent  to  equalize  the  new  with  the  first  issue 
shares.  It  appears  from  the  advertisement  that 
subscribers  will  receive  these  new  shares,  now 
quoted  for  December  at  ioo$ooo,  for  a  payment  of 
40$ooo  ! 

—The  regular  daily  pa^sen^ers  to  and  from 
Petropobs  are  complaining  of  the  negligent  service 
on  that  line.  They  state  that  delays'ars  continual- 
ly occurring  at  the  transfer  between  the  boat  and 
train  at  Maud,  and  in  the  departure  of  the  express 
train  from  Rio.  The  manager  of  ihe  company 
should  see  that  these  complaints  are  promptly 
attended  to.  The  Petropobs  service  is  principally 
supported  by  passengers  of  the  best  chs>,  and  it  is 
essential  that  tlie  company  should  see  thai  nothing 
is  wanting  for  their  comfort  and  convenience.  Still 
further,  the  number  of  Rio  business  men  residing 
in  I'etropolis  renders  it  essential  to  give  quick 
transit  between  the  two  cities.

— All  the  garrison  of  Rio  and  the  cadets  at  the 
military  school  are  to  be  re-vaccinated,  by  order  of 
the  minister  of  war.

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  informed  the 
Sociedade  de  ImmigracSo  that  a  large  part  of  the 
settlers  that  left  the  BUtmenau  colony  have  already 
returned  from  the  River  Plate.  The  minister  has 
further  authorized  the  furnishing  of  passages  to 
Italian  immigrants  from  Montevideo,  who  may 
have  relatives  in  Brazil. 

—It  is  said  that  the  Turkish  immigrant  arrivals 
here  are  for  account  of  two  or  three  Hospicio 
dealers  in  cheap-jack  notions,  the  Turks  making 
good  peddlers  for  such  wares.

— The  Jornal  do  Commercio  of  yesterday  states 
that  the  treaty  between  Brazil  and  Argentina 
regarding  the  Missiones  boundary  will  soon  be 
signed,  and  that  il  designates  President  Hamsun 
of  the  United  Stales  as  arbitrator.  The  two  com- 
missions are  to  leave  at  once  to  complete  the 
surveys  of  the  territory  in  dispute.

— We  have  had  the  pleasure  o(  meeting  Mr. 
Charles  Linklater,  representative  of  Mr.  Anthony 
Taafe,  oi  the  Parana  Land  and  Mortgage  Co,,  who 
has  just  returned  from  the  south  and  is  about  lo 
leave  for  England.  Mr.  L.  reports  the  affairs  of 
the  company  to  lie  progressing  favorably,  the  latest 
move  being  the  cieaiion  of  a  mortgage  bank  at 
Cnyaba.  The  company  now  owns  a  large  area  of 
land  in  Parana,  on  which  2,000  colonists  are  to  he 
settled. 

— If  the  Conde  d'Ku's  speech  at  Pernainbuco  is 
correctly  transmitted  by  the  telegraph,  it  is  a  proof 
of  the  good  sense  of  the  imperial  family.  The 
Conde  speaking  for  himself  and  the  family  offers 
Bra/.il  a  choice  between  the  present  government 
and  one  directed  by  half-a-dozen  self-chosen  repub- 
lican leaders.  "We  are  willing  to  go"  says  the 
Conde,  "if  the  majority  so  desires."  There  is  not 
llie  slightest  chance  of  the  majority  so  desiring. 
Brazilians  have  reserved  enough  common  sense  to 
observe  bow  far  in  advance  of  River  Plate  oligar- 
chies their  contry  is. 


RIVER  PLA'IE  ITEMS. 

— A  serious  epidemic  has  been  raging  among 
the  sheep  in  Buenos  Aires  and  to  the  south,  many 
estanceiros  losing  two-thirds  of  their  Hocks. 

—The  laborers  on  the  Riachuelo  port  works  at 
Buenos  Aires,  who  have  been  out  on  a  strike, 
were  getting  only  24  dollars  a  month.  It  was 
strike,  or  starve. 

— A  company  has  been  organized  in  Buenos 
Aires,  with  a  capital  of  $8,000,000,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  an  international  exposition  in  thai 
cily  in  1892  or  1893.  The  government  is  asked  to 
grant  a  subsidy  of  $2,000,000. 

—The  Argentine  minister  of  finance,  Dr.  Vn- 
rella,  who  raised  the  premium  on  gold  from  60  to 
84  by  trying  lo  regulate  the  business  vi  et  armis, 
has  been  obliged  to  resign.  His  successor,  Dr. 
Pncheco,  took  charge  of  what  are  called  the 
national  finances  on  the  22nd. 

— This  city  is  one  of  the  dearest  places  in  the 
world  to  live.  Butter  $1  a  pound,  kerosene  $9  a 
case  of  10  gallons,  ordinary  lea  $1  to  1. 50  a  pound, 
cheese  75  cents  a  pound,  dried  apples  50  cents  a 
pound,  potatoes  6  cents  a  pound,  milk  J2  cents  a 
quart,  house  rent  on  the  average  for  modest  houses 
$20  per  room  per  month,  and  from  that  upward, 
house  coil  $30  to  $34  a  ton,  and  this  with  wages 
for  mechanics  from  $2.50  to  $3  a  day,-— Bueiios 
Aires  hc?ald. 
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—The  Treasury  lias  signed 
the  Banco  Provincial  de  Mini 
4,000,000$  to  the  suffering  agriculturists. 

—The  first  installment  (200,ooo$ooo)  of  the 
loan  by  the  province  of  S.  Paulo  to  the  mun- 
icipality of  Campinas,  was  paid  or  the  20th. 

—At  the  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  the 
Banco  Industrial  e  Mercautil  held  on  the  19th,  it 
was  resolved  to  increase  the  capital  of  the  bank  lo 
8,000,000$. 

— Subscription  lists  will  be  opened  early  next 
month  for  100,000  shares  of  50$  each  to  form  llie 
capital  for  the  commercial  department  oJ  the  Banco 
de  Crediio  Real  de  S.  Paulo. 


—The  minister  of  finance  has  signed  a  contract 
with  the  Banco  Hypothecario  of  Campos  to  loan 
money  to  the  planters  of  that  municipality.)  the 
government  to  advance  1, 000,000$. 

— Viscnnde  de  Pigueiredo,  as  representative  of 

Messrs.  Morion,  Rose  &  Co.  of  London,  signed 
llie  contract  for  the  Rio  municipal  loan  on  the 
22nd  insl.     We  have  already  published  particulars. 

—The  Jormil  do  Commercio  hears  that  the  com- 
mittee of  bankers  charged  with  organizing  the 
clearing-house  here  have  drawn  up  various  projects 
and  will  shortly  meet  to  arrive  at  a  definite  ar- 
rangement. 

—On  the  2isi,  the  Minas  Geraes  provincial  loan 
for  7,000,000$  gold  al  95  per  cent.,  interest  5  and 
sinking  fund  1  per  cent.,  was  finally  given  to  a 
syndicate  of  Portuguese  bankers  represented  here 
by  the  Banco  Internacional. 

—Subscription  lists  for  shares  in  a  cotton  mill  at 
Ouro  Preto,  Minas  Geraes.  to  be  known  as  the 
"Companhia  Industrial  do  Rio  Preto,1'  were  open- 
ed at  the  Banco  da  Industria  Nncional  in  this  city 
pn  the  21st.  The  proposed  capital  is  200,000$  in 
200$  shares. 

— The  Banco  Tnternacional  announced  on  the 
20th  lhat  it  would  receive  subscriptions  for  the  6 
per  cent,  loan  raised  in  Portugal  for  the  Petropo- 
lilana  mill  here.  The  lists  were  closed  on  the 
23rd,  The  debentures  are  for  90$  fortes  each  and 
par  was  asked, 

— The  July  receipts  of  the  Par.1  custom  house 
were  574,8i2$97&,  the  lowest  since  18S4.  Last 
year  the  July  receipts  were  782,822^211,  and  in 
1S87  they  were  838,26s$48o.     The  receipts  of  the 

provincial  rcteh/Jona  were  l.^f.yio^oo,  against 
Io°.339$562  in  the  same  month  of  last  year. 

—  The  director  of  the  Mint  has  again  declared 
that  silver  would  not  be  received  from  individuals 
for  coinage.  As  soon  as  the  silver  deposited  under 
orders  from  Sr.  Joao  Alfredo  is  coined,  the  Mint 
wilt  commence  coining  gold,  nickel  and  bronze, 
and  will  then  accept  the  first  from  individuals  for 
coinage  also. 

— A  new  company,  the  Galeria  Municipal,  is  in 
process  of  formation.  Its  objects  are  to  open  two 
streets,  6  metres  wide,  through  the  block  bounded 
by  the  Runs  do  Ouvidor  aiid  Sete  de  Selembro, 
Ottrives  (now  Rodrigo  Silva)  and  Goncalves  Dins. 
The  proposed  capital  is  1,500,000$  ami  the  revenue 
will  be  derived  from  the  letting  of  the  shops  to  be 
opened  on  the  new  sheets.  The  company  has  cer- 
tain favors  granted  by  the  municipality  and  ap- 
proved by  the  general  government.  The  call  for 
subscriptions  has  resulted  in  applications  for  10,000 
shares,  or  2,500  more  than  the  number  provided 
for 'by  the  scheme.
